John Parker was appointed Commissioner of the 
Northwest Territories on April 15, 1979, after serving 
as Deputy Commissioner since 1967. 


In 1965 he was appointed to the Advisory 
Commission on the Development of Government in 
the Northwest Territories. The three-man Carrothers 
Commission (named after Dr. A. W. R. Carrothers 
who headed the inquiry) studied the immediate and 
long-term political development of the NWT. Many 
of its recommendations for the development of 
government in the NWT were implemented. 


Mr. Parker has been associated with the North since 
1949 when he was employed by Eldorado Mining and 
Refining. Following his graduation in 1951 with a 
B.Sc. in engineering geology from the University of 
Alberta, he became geologist and managing engineer 
for Norman W. Byrne, consulting engineer, Uranium 
City, Saskatchewan. In 1954 he was transferred to 
Yellowknife where he continued his association with 
the Byrne group of companies, serving for a period 
as the first manager of Rayrock Mine. 


In 1964 he purchased controlling interest in an 
associated company, Precambrian Mining Services 
Limited, and served as its President and senior 
partner until his appointment as Deputy 


Commissioner. 
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Mr. Parker and his wife Helen have two grown 
children.

Ms. Cournoyea, whose father is a trapper and whose 
mother is originally from Herschel Island, was born 
in the Mackenzie River Delta at Aklavik in 1940. She 
has worked as station manager for CBC Radio in 
Inuvik, as an Inuit Tapirisat of Canada land rights 
worker and has been, most recently, an administrator 
and land rights worker with the Committee for 
Original Peoples’ Entitlement. She was also former 
managing director of the Inuvialuit Development 
Corporation.

Tagak Curley was born in Coral Harbour in 1944. He 
worked for the Territorial Government and the federal 
government Department of Indian and Northern Af- 
fairs between 1966 and 1970, and then was settlement 
manager in Repulse Bay in 1970-71. 


He was a founding member and was the first presi- 
dent of the Inuit Tapirisat of Canada. He was also 
president of the Nunasi Corporation from 1979-83. 


Mr. Curley was elected to the Legislative Assembly in 
1979 as member for the Keewatin South and re-elected 
to the renamed riding, Aivilik, in 1983.

Tom Butters was elected to the Legislative Assembly 
in 1970 as member for the Western Arctic. He was re- 
elected in 1975 as member for the new urban riding 
of Inuvik, and again in both 1979 and 1983. 


Mr. Butters was born in Vancouver, B.C. and has 
lived in the North since 1947 when he came to the 
Yukon as a prospector. He worked with the Depart- 
ment of National Defence on road maintenance of the 
Alaska Highway before transferring to the Department 
of Northern Affairs and National Resources. With that 
department he served in Ottawa, Churchill and Baker 
Lake as Northern Service Officer. In 1961 he moved 
to Inuvik and became regional administrator in 1963. 


He left the government two years later to establish a 

weekly newspaper, The Drum, to serve the Inuvik 

area. He also established a travel and visitor service 

business in the Western Arctic. BOREAL INSTITUTB 
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Active in community organizations, Mr. Butters has 
served as chairman and director of the Inuvik Com- 
munity Association, as president of the Inuvik 
Chamber of Commerce and as Deputy Mayor of the 
town. 


Mr. Butters and his wife Margaret have four children.

Gordon Wray was born in Dundee, Scotland in 1951 
and educated and raised in Ayrshire, Scotland. 


He moved to Canada in 1970 and worked until 1972 
for the Hudson’s Bay Company in Rankin Inlet, Coral 
Harbour, Repulse Bay and Baker Lake. Between 1972 
and 1975, Mr. Wray served as settlement secretary and 
then hamlet secretary/manager in Rankin Inlet. He 
then joined the Territorial Government for a year as 
the area local government development officer in 
Resolute Bay. In 1976 he moved to Baker Lake where 
he has served as settlement manager, advisor to the 
hamlet council and secretary/manager of the hamlet 
council. Since 1979, Mr. Wray has owned and man- 
aged his own business, Sigyamiut Ltd. He has also 
been a member of various boards and community 
organizations for a number of years. 


He was first elected to the Legislative Assembly in a 
1983 Keewatin North by-election and was re-elected 
to the renamed riding, Kivallivik, in November 1983. 


Mr. Wray and his wife, Rita, have five children.

Assembly in 1979 as member for Mackenzie Liard and 
again in 1983 as member for the new riding of Deh 
Cho Gah.

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He was admitted to the Bar in Nova Scotia and B.C. 
and worked for legal firms in both Nova Scotia and 
B.C. before moving to Frobisher Bay.
